An Aeroplane Compass. 

A compuss has now been made for 
aeropline pilots that will automatical- 
ly muke the necessary allowance tor 
the eslde drift of the machine, An 
aeroplane fying across the wind may 
drift to one side as much as twenty 
miles in an hour’s flight, so that in 
such a wind an ordinary compass 
would be useless, while the standard 
methods of a ship's captain ‘for calcu.

Cutting Iron Under Water. 

A German fnventur bas made an 
oxyhydrogen burner that cuts metals 
under water Qitherto this has been 
a diMeuit thing to accomplish. Most 
fron cutting tovls work very slowly 
and unsatisfactorily under water, and 
the oxyhydrogen flame in the ordinary 
burner {s immediately extinguished 
when Immersed [pn the new apparatus 
the burner !s protected by a bell shap- 
ed meta! hood.
